Greiner has come up 
with a Homebush 
Bay development 
package which in- 
cludes Sydney's 
first-ever soccer-only 
stadium.

ANGRY Canberra Croatia secretary Dennis 
Glavinic has accused the ACT Soccer Federa- 
tion of dragging its feet over the erection of 
floodlights on Croatia’s Deakin Oval ground. 

He fears the delay in approval could damage 
Croatia's chance of NSL soccer later this year 
should it manage to win promotion from the NSW 
League. 

“We are attempting to upgrade our facilities and 
it is essential for NSL membership to have a floodlit 
ground,” Glavinic said, 

“There is a September 1 deadline for clubs seek- 
ing to enter the summer NSL.” 

Glavinic said the ACTSF had to give its approval 
even though Croatia operated Deakin Oval. 

“The ACT Government will not lease ovals to 
individual clubs, so Deakin is leased to the ACTSF 
which sub-leases it on to us,” he said. 

“With Croatia certainly in the NSW League's top- 
four competition I had hopes of inaugurating the 
lights with a play-off match in September. 

“Now that is in doubt.” 

Glavinic also claimed that unless ACT Electricity 
and Water Authorities are given the go-ahead 
to begin work soon, the whole project could be put 
back by weeks. 

“They have a period in which they have fitted us 
in and if that goes by we will be sent to the bottom 
of their list,” he said. 

“The money, the equipment and the contractors 
are waiting — all we need is the ACTSF's go- 

ACTSF executive director Paul FitzPatrick said: 
“[ have been accused of dragging my feet in this 
matter, but it has proceeded as fast as it can. Croatia 
does not control the ACTSF.” 

Federation executive chairman Barry Rumble 
said the executive, hoped to resolve the matter 
soon.

“1 had it for 10 days and went to see a doctor to 
ve it checked out,” said Wilde. 

He sent me for more tests and that’s when they 
found it was melanoma. 

“That was on the Saturday and by the Monday 
I was in hospital for more tests and eventually had 


surgery. 

“They took out the lump, some muscle in the 
neck and 33 lymph nodes, two of which nearest 
the lump had cancer cells. 

“They think it has not spread but you never 
really know. It only takes one cell. 1 am doing 
everything I can now to build up my immune 
system to fight it off.” 

He took another big step back when he resumed 
his job.

AUSTRALIA’s most experienced referee, 
Donald Campbell, could be allowed to continue 
next year in the NSL alone, 

The compulsory retiring age for top-grade re- 
ferees in Australia is 50 and Campbell reaches 
that on November 20. 

But the NSL season starts on November 5, 
making Campbell eligible to handle games in the 
first summer season. 

He will be too old though, under present rules, 
to continue in next season’s State League or on 
the FIFA list in which he is thought to be the 
longest-service official.

NORTHERN NSW has submitted a plan for restructuring of the 
National Soccer League to the Australian Soccer Faveration: 


It has been referred 
‘on by the executive to 
the commissioners 
who meet next on 
August 22. 

A Northern NSW 
spokesman said: “This 
is a basic outline which 
can be fine-tuned a 
deal further. 

“No-one else seems 
to be looking for a 
stable solution beyond 
the approaching sum- 
mer season to reducing, 
the cost of member- 
ship of the league, re- 
ducing travelling cost 
and providing equal 
opportunity for entry 
to it 


0 it is our inten- 
tion to get the ball 
rolling.” 

1. Eight States — 

. Victoria, 
Queensland, South 
Austral Western 
Australia, Northern 
NSW, ACT and Tasma- 
nia — to conduct eight- 
team National League 
Premier Leagues under 
NSL-State control. 

2. Two rounds in each 
State's Premier League 
followed by intra-state 
semi-finals and finals to 
determine State pre- 
miers. 

3. State premiers and 
runners-up (16 teams) 
move into the National 
League play-offs in_fix- 
tures drawn by the NSL 
management com- 
mittee. 

4. The two finalists 
play home-and-away 
fixtures to decide the 
NSL champion on the 
goals for-and-against 
system. 

5. Theeight states to 
also conduct a regional 
knockout series up to 
the point where the last 
two teams in each State 
move into the quarter- 
finals of the NSL Cup.

| FIFA lays down the law 


4 TWO recent FIFA 

publications have 
4 enormous rami- 
fications for soccer 
world wide. 

The following two 
extracts, quoted be- 
low, show clearly that 
the era of combative 
rather than competi- 
tive football is at an 
end. 

The first article 
comes from the May 
edition of FIFA Maga- 
zine. 

It focuses on the 
FIFA/Coca-Cola Cup 
played in Saudi 
Arabia. 

An article entitled 
“Nigeria’s Roughness” 
said: 

“Nigeria's football 
showing at this tourna- 
ment — the flabber- 
gasting way they 
caught up with the 
Soviet Union and their 
appearance in the final 
— was marred by one 
drawback, their ex- 
aggerated roughness. 
Nigeria's determina- 
tion went to such 
lengths that, at times, 
they went overboard. 
Three of their players 
(Ugbade, 
Onyemachara, Charity) 
had to be sent off, two 
of whom in the group 
match against Portugal 
alone, which they then 
lost 0-1 as a result of 
the expulsions. In the 
final, even the captain, 
Abdullahi, was missing 
after being booked 
twice. 

It must be said for 
Nigeria that the expul- 
sions were not because 
of aggression towards 
pesctiys or attacks on 

ments but as a re- 
ee excessively 
vigorous set-tos. This 
is intended as an ex- 
planation and not an 
excuse. Tussles which 
are so tough as to en- 
danger the opponent 
are intolerable even 
when the manoeuvre is 
directed at the football 
and not the opponent's 
legs. 

Observers of FIFA 
competitions in recent 
years have often seen 
evidence of Africa's 
representatives not 
just tempting the limits 
of legitimate combat in 
duels for the ball but 
going over the top. Is 
this a peculiarity of 
African football? A 
question of playe: 
and referees’ traii 
ing? It is a point re- 
quiring close attention 
within the African 
footballing com- 
munity. 

The essential ele- 
ment is in the last sent- 
ence of paragraph two.

We wish to draw 
your attention to the 
fact that it is incum- 
bent upon you to put 
an end to it, The Laws 
of the Game (in 
particular, Law XII) 
stipulate which punish- 
ments are to be ap- 
plied in the case of foul 
play. 

These penalties 
must be imposed. Bru- 
tal play — which has a 
disastrous effect on the 
image of football — 
will only be eradicated 
from the game if the 
referee adopts a very

Perfect knowledge 
of the Laws of the 
Game is indispensible 
to good management 
of a match. But know- 
ledge of the Laws is 
not everything. Ap- 
plying them takes 
courage and 
willpower. 

The referee is there- 
fore expected to de- 
mand players readjust 
their clothing if it is not 
appropriate (e.g. socks 
not pulled up but fal-
